I have been thinking, had the profound 
‘Caleb D* Anvers , or thas low Baffoon the Author of 
Common Senfe, been Hired as poliical Writers, in the 
Days of thofe ancient Heroes, what ample Matter 
of Wir and Humour it would -have afforded, cither 
to defcribe Agefilaus riding on a Hobby-horfe, or che 
great Aneuflus viv at Taw with a Rabble of 
Moorifh Boys.

But view bim in his Family among his 
Children, Relations and Friends, and this Great 
Map, whom we confider in his Publick Capacity, 
with a fort of reverential Awe, we look upon in pri- 
vate as an excelient Pattern, whom we are all capable 
of imitating, and whom all Mankind maft love. No- 
thing can give a greater Idea of Benevolence and 
Humanity, than to fee him treat bis Sons with the 
Familiarity and Affeétion of a Friend and Compa- 
nien, rather than with the Aufterity and Authority 
of a Guardian and Superior, How have I feen his 
Eycs o’erflow with Joy at fome happy Expreffion or 


‘| difcreet Behaviour of his Offspring, on any particular 


Incident. On the other hand, with whet paternal 
Tendernefs, or rather with what friendly Admoni- 
tion have I heatd him reprove them, for any of thofe 
little Follies or Indifcretions, to which Youth is un- 
avoidably fubjeé&. To confider him as entering into 
the idle Amufeménts cven of his Grand-children, be- 
ing capable of ewer to their little Plays, and 
fharing in their Triumph or ag Saag at their 
Vidtory or Defeat ar a Game at Ball, or Marbles, 1s 
fuch a Mark of Humanity and Benevolence, as ts 
only known to a fuperior Underftanding unruffled ond 
anfullied with the higher Concerns of Life. Ir is 
not furprizing, that a Temper fo form'd for dome- 
fick Fondnefs, fhould extend irfelfin Actions of Hu- 
manity and Bencvolence to Relations and Frienis ;
